—A  man  and  wife  in  Eatonton.  Oe.. 
ere  remarried  after  two  yean  of  matri¬ 
mony.  The  first  ceremony  having  been 
in  some  way  informal  .and  the  inheritano* 
of  a  large  amount  of  property  depending 
npon  the  validity  of  their  marital  rela¬ 
tions,  they  called  tbeir  friends  together, 
had  s  brilliant  vedding,  and  want  off  on 
s  honeymoon  tour. 

— The  trial  of  Gen .  Babcock,  Preaident 
Grant's  Private  Secretary,  for  complicity 
ia  tha  whiskey  conspiracy  to  defraud  tbs 
government,  commenced  at  St  Louis  on 
Monday,  with  an  imposing  array  of  eoan- 
sel  and  witnesses.  The  trial  awakens 
deep  interest  throughout  the  country, and 
will  probably  be  protracted.  It  ia  expect¬ 
ed  that  the  President  will  testify  either 
in  person  or  by  affidavit 

—The  revival  service*  in  the  New 
York  Hippodrome  opened  on  Monday 
evening,  an  audience  numbering  over 
6,000  filling  the  main  hall.  The  sight  of 
tha  denae  mam  of  people,  reaching  from 
the  floor*  to  the  very  roof  of  the  bnilding. 
was  veiy  impressive.  At  8  o'clock, 
Meaer*.  Moody  and  Sankey  entered.  Af¬ 
ter  a  few  momenta,  Mr.  Moody  said*: 
'Let  ns  all  bow  onr  heeds  in  silent  pray 
ir."  Parfect  silence  prevailed  for  about 
two  minatea,  when  Mr.  Moody  gave  ont 
the  hymn,  “Jesus,  lover  of  my  tool."  and 
the  whole  congregation  rose  and  joined 
with  one  heart  and  voice  in  tbe  singing. 
The  sermon  waa  one  of  the  moet  impres¬ 
sive  discourses  the  greet  evangelist  has 
iver  delivered.  The  adjoining  ball,  seat¬ 
ing  4,000,  was  also  filled,  tbe  aervioee 
conducted  by  Rev.  Dr*.  Hall.  Tyng  and 
othara.  Sons*  6.000  people  were  outside 
tbe  building,  unable  to  find  room  in 
tber  hall. 


The  Legislature. 

Bills  introduced  on  Monday: — Supple¬ 
ment  to  constabWs  act,  making  the  office 
of  three  year'*  duration  and  requiring 
constables  to  renew  their  bonds  each 
year  ,  supplement  to  sot  relating  to  pro¬ 
perty  of  married  women,  anthorfting 
women  who  have  separated  from  their 
husband*  to  convey  property  exoept  sqoh 
aa  tbe  husbands  had  presented  to  them  ; 
to  appoint  a  State  Commissioner  of  In¬ 
surance,  the  appointment  to  be  made  in 
Joint  Meeting  once  in  five  years ;  the 
commissioner  to  reoeive  and  examine  re¬ 
ports  of  all  fire,  marine  and  life  Iosnr- 
anoe  companies  and  ascertain  their  cor 
rectnees. 

A  bill  was  also  in  trod  need  concerning 
the  printing  of  laws  in  the  newspaper*. 
It  provides  that  the  Board  of  Freehold¬ 
ers  of  esch  county  shall  designate  certain 
newspaper*  ia  which  the  public  laws  of 
the  Legislature  shall  be  published,  the 
number  of  papers  so  designated  to  eqoal 
the  number  of  Senators  and  representa¬ 
tives  of  each  oounty.  Each  new  board 
ia  to  name  the  newspaper*  to  print  the 
laws  of  the  ensuing  Legislature.  Tbe 
names  of  tbe  uewspapers  are  to  be  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  h* 
ia  to  forward  to  those  newspaper*  \he 
laws  tor  pmbtioaUon  within  30  day*  after 
their  passage.  The  bill  provides  that 
the  newspaper  shall  be  of  different  poli¬ 
tical  opinions,  and  fixes  the  pay  at  the 
rates  paid  now  for  legal  notices. 

Tbe  bill  to  appropriate  910,000  addi¬ 
tional  to  the  State  Centennial  Board  waa 
passed  in  the  Hones  by  a  vote  of  34 
19. 

A  bill  “to  sap  press  tramps"  provides 
that  all  persons ooming  from  other  States, 
and  having  no  residence  where  found, 
and  living  idle  and  refusing  to  work  for 
wages,  shall  be  considered  tramps  ;  that 
such  persons  may  be  arrested  by  any 
constable  npon  notice  from  a  citizen,  tbe 
tramp  to  be  taken  before  a  Justice  of  tho 
Peace  whose  duty  it  shall  be  upon'  con¬ 
viction,  to  commit  the  tramp  to  labor  np¬ 
on  the  street*  or  roads  of  the  place  where 
be  is  arrested,  nr  place  bim  in  jail  for 
any  term  not  exceeding  six  months  ;  that 
the  juatioe  may  bind  out  tha  convict¬ 
ed  tramp  to  labor  for  any  corporation 
for  the  term  of  his  imprisonment.  In 
case  a  person  shall  apply  to  a  justice  for 
passage  to  hia  born#,  tbe  justice  ia  to  give 
bim  work  until  he  has  earoad  sufficient  to 
pey  for  said  passage  home,  the  juatioe 
to  pay  a  reasonable  amount  from  the 
county  treasury  in  case  the  amount  earu- 
ed  is  not  sufficient,  the  amount  not  to 
exceed  920.  Tba  tramp  may  bf  discharg¬ 
ed  from  confinement  at  tbe  end  of  ten 
days  if  be  can  give  evidence  of  reforma¬ 
tion.  The  Freeholders  are  to  provide 
proper  buildings,  at  the  request  of  the 
Grand  Jury,  the  amount  paid  for  the  ac¬ 
comodations  not  to  exceed  an  amount 
named  by  tbe  Grand  Jury. 

It  was  expected  that  on  Tuesday  the 
Five  County  Extension  Act  would  be 
acted  upon.  It  was,  however  with  other 
bills  relating  to  taxes,  referred  to  the 
Sub-Committee  on  Taxation.  Under  an 
amaodment  to  the  Constitution  a  gene¬ 
ral  tax  law  must  be  provided  by  tbiaJLeg- 
islature  and  these  bills  relating  to  tbe 
subject  should  be  considered  by  the  Sub¬ 
committee  ou  Taxation.  The  object  of 
the  reference  was  that  the  subject  might 
be  properly  considered  and  a  law  pre¬ 
pared  that  woald  be  satisfactory  to  tha 
people  of  the  whole  State. 

Henry  C.  Bowen  has  spoken  on  the 
Beecher  question  :  not  exactly  a  mouth- 
utterance,  but  such  a  reply  as  a  vigorous 
mule  might  make  with  his  hsele  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  punching*  with  a  pitchfork. 
Mr.  Bowen  defend*  his  silence  in  the 
past  and  there  is  a  grim  sarcasm  in  bis 
complaint  that  whilom  he  waa  muzzled 
for  talking  too  much,  now  they  are 
prodding  him  for  keeping  his  mouth 
shut.  He  makes  astounding  declarations 
of  bis  knowledge  of  his  pastor’s  guilt, 
and  will  testify  to  the  essential  facts  be¬ 
fore  a  proper  tribunal,  but  declines  to 
do  so  before  his  present  inquisitors.  His 
statement  concludes  as  follows  :
